He Receive* Xo Salary and Ha* to Work 


Pretty Hard. 


The speaker of the house of commons 


receives no salary at all, but he has to 
work hard for all that. Ho begins his du- 
ties at b In the afternoon and usually con- 
tinues until 3 the nest morning, for tho 
house is fond of sitting until somewhere 
near sunrise. 


The speaker must have the present and 


thu old rnlos of the house at his fingers' 
ends, for everything in England is done by 
precedent. He has to preserve order and 
Biu?t decide every parliamentary question 
rinsed, no raivtter what its nature. He an- 
notmoes divisions, pronounces punishment 
upon refractory members, and, worst of 
all, ho must listen to all spccehes, whether 
good or bad. 


He always presides, save when tho house 


is in committee,, and then tho deputy 
speaker or thu chairman of the ways and 
means committee occupies the chiiir. On 
such occasion the maca rests beneath the 
table. When tho speaker is in the chair, it 
is in full view upon the table. 


A "division" is about the most interest- 


ing thing that over happens to relievo the 
monotony of the house routine, 'i'he speak- 
er \viil put the question in this form: 


'"i'ho question is, that this bill do now 


pass its second reading. The yeashnvoit." 


'"The nuys have it," cries tia opposition 


member, and tho division is ordered by 
tho speaker, who announces: "Division. 
Strangers plcuso withdraw." 


The galleries are cleared. A little Uvo 


minute sand glass is turned down by tho 
clerk; an electric bell is rung ihrce times 
while tho sand is running out; attendants 
and policemen run through the various 
parts of the house crying, "Division!" and 
tho members como into the. chamber. Tho 
speaker again announces a division and 
niimcs two tollers to represent each side. 


Tha yeas pass into one lobby and the 


nays into another. Two clerks stand in 
each with a list of the members reiidy. As 
the member enters his vote is checked off. 
Tho totals aro then announced, and the 
division, lasting usually SO minutes, ia 
over. Thu speaker makes tbo announce- 
ment of tho - !ult, and tho house resumes 
its quiet.—

Effects of Alkalis on Soil. 


'fhe means used by fnrmcra to reduco 


too inert matter of the soil to a condition 
of plant food aro many, though farmers 
may not always be awaro of tbe chemical 
action occurring in tho soil. 
When jna- 


nuru is applied or green crops plowed un- 
der, tho fermentation of tho substances in- 
duces changes of tho mineral matter of 
tho soil, and farmers have long ago no- 
ticed that limo causes an improvement of 
tho soil, Lho effects of which woro apparent 
for several seasons. Tho food value of 
lime Is a small matter compared with its 
•physical effect ou the soil, as it favors the 
growth of tho nitric ferment and also 
breaks down existing combinations. When 
soil is sour, it is neutralized by alkalis— 
potash, lime, soda, etc.—and the combina- 
tion of limo with other elements existing 
In the soil liberates potash and places it 
within tho reach of plants. 
Tho alkalis 


hasten tho decay of vegetable matter, and 
this decomposition also causes chemical 
action by which the breaking down proc- 
esses are continued, but lime may be use- 
less on soils that abound in potash and 
phosphates, which aro ready for the use of 
plants.— Philadelphia Record.

Although sho maintains a shop 
or oJlice in Cl;u-k fetrcet and there conducts 
u larye business in, the sale and i-opair of 
line pipes, she < oes not venture to do her 
boiling" in so public a piece, as the process 
is a secret one and is tho evolution of 
many years of. patient study and experi- 
ment. 
Tho rudiments of her odd crzift 


\\cru learned in Franco, where she was 
born, but toe formula? for tho boiling 
mixtures which sho iiow uses bear little 
reseinblanco to thoso which she was or! 
inally taught. They are distinctively her 
own, 
and she guards them with the most 


jealous ore. 


"A great many young men," said this 


matronly w<uuan whoso life has been spent 
in 
studying pipes, "bring me meer- 


schaums which they have, smoked for six 
or eighfe^months and ask why tho pipes 
Save failed to acquire tho dark colorin 
seen in thp meerschaums of thoso who are 
veterans in the art. Xhey inquire, in a 
helpless sort of way, if I think boiling will 
improve the color or if The meerschaum is 
of an inferior quality which would not 
take on-aa-ich hue if snioked for. a dozen 
years. I always know that such custom- 
ers arc beginners and have never before 
attempted to color a pipe. They imagine 
smoking is the omy essential process in 
pipe coloring and that boiling should be 
resorted to only when tho meerschaum 
burns, becomes scratched or is of an in- 
ferior quality. This is an almost uni\ ersal 
mistake among those who are inexperi- 
enced in thisj smoker's diversion. 


"Tho f<»ct is that the finest meerschaum 


ever imported into this country could not 
be given n perfect color without bein 
boiled in oil at just the right stage in its 
development. 
Simply smoking it, no 


matter how great the care exercised to 
prevent burning or how rich and juicy tho 
tobacco, would never in tho world secure 
tho desired result. It is in knowing just 
when the pipe is ripe for boiling that the 
smoker is able to display a triumph of 
judgment and skill which will make him 
envied by his less succcessful competitors, 
for there is a keen spirit of rivalry in this 
matter, particularly among young men- of 
the fashionable and student-classus. 


"There are scores of veteran colortsts 


who invariably smoke their meerschaums 
altogether too long before having them 
boiled. This is the universal tendency, 
and tho number of men who have their 
pipes boiled at exactly tbo proper stage 
may almost bo counted on tho fingers of 
two hands. 
Of course it is absolutely im- 


possible to make any hard and fast rules 
regulating tho length of time that th3 
pipe should bo snioked before being aunt 
to the kettle. 
Many things enter into that 


consideration, but chiefly the quality of 
the meerschaum. If the latter is very solt 
tho pipe, in tho hands of a steady smoker, 
will be ready for the oil in a week, while a 
hard pipe will require three weeks of al- 
most constant smoking to ruakejt 'ripo' 
for its hot lath. 
" Tbo standard of shading at which most 


smokers uim is a very dark brown, almost 
black, for the base of tho bowl and tho l-o- 
ginning of tbo stem and a rich cherry for 
the upper portion of tbo bowl. "This gives 
a variety of shading. 
As tho pipe is 


smoked after coming from tho kettle tho 
dark brown base and stem will gradually 
become charcoal black, while thu cherry 
colored upper half of tho bowl will acquire 
a yellowish tiugo." 


"Can you regulate the colorinfi'by varia- 


tions in yoxir method of boiling?" this ex- 
pert was askod. 


"Certainly," was the prompt reply. 


"The bath in my kettle is not plain oil by 
any means. It contains herbs and various 
other ingredients which, to a degree at 
least, regulate, tbo color imparted to the 
meerschaum. 
But of course it would not 


j do for mo to go into particulars regarding 


my formula lor boiling. That is my tracit 
secret which has cost mo years of experi- 
menting. 


"Tho public in general has no idea of 


the prido which hundreds of men tuku iu 
their handsomely colored nioui'scb.iums. 
Women in particular rogaid this pent-hart 
as tho most foolish of all masculine weak- 
nesses, but in spite of this sentiment the, 
smokers still continue to nuiko pc;s ot 
their pipes and treat thorn as tenderly as 
the women do their poodlos. 
One gi'iitii- 


man brought mo an old blackened pii'.u oi 
ordinary clay, with its stem broken oil 
short. Ho had a handsome amber mouth- 
piece attached to it by menus of a silver 
forrulo and paid the bill without n coin- 
plaint. The pipe had become a companion 
to him, and the price of the finest inetr- 
echaum in tho shop would not have tempt- 
ed him to part with it." — Chicago Post.

carriage which was known to be used by 
persons who could pay a higher faru.

Roberts Continues His Advance 


Unopposed. 


METHUEN ALSO MOVES FORWARD. 


COLDEST SPOTS ON EARTH.

Koers may. therefore, either refer to Lord 
Roll-its* left \vius or to hi< center. la 
any <-a^e it may be taken that the »:d- 
vi.iii.-i.- is continuing. 


Another IJot-r rej/ort says that a Brit- 


ish force is in the neighborhood of Wel- 
inuranstadr. This place is north »f the 
Yaal river, about half way between 
lilot-nihof and Klerksd«>rp. 


The report that the latter place had 


been oc'cupied by the British seems to 
have becu premature, but probably Lord 
Jfethuen's force is working up in that 
direction. Such a movement would be of 
great importance hi connection"with Lord 
Huberts' general advance, for ii would 
facilitate the turning of any positions 
which the Boers may defend ou the Vaal 
river. 


It is reported that they are nov,- in 


full retreat upon that historic river. 


General BuHer meanwhile is steadily 


pushing on the repair of the railway, 
and the general proposed that the queen's 
birthday should'be celebrated by a record 
day's work on the line. 


It is premature to assume that the 


serious opposition of the Boers has col- 
lapsed. The disaster to Colonel Bethnue's 
squadron shows that isolated bodies of 
British troops may still suffer severely 
from Boer commandoes. Inn so far as 
the main operations are concerned the 
obstacles which the British generals are 
now encountering are caused rather by 
damage to the railways than by the rifles 
of the Boers. 


At some point or other a stand will no 


doubt be made by the Boers, but it,can 
hardly be south of the Vaal river. 


Except, therefore, for General Bundle's 


operations, about which very little news 
hus recently come through, the war in 
the Free State is drawing rapidly to a 
close. 


LONG SIEGE LIKELY. 


Boers Filling Lydeiibure With Pro- 


•vlviong. 


Xow York, May 23.—The Herald's Lon- 


don correspondent cables the following: 


"My Boer friend, the nephew of Presi- 


dent Kriiger, who has so often given me 
information o£ Transvaal affairs and 
whom I had not seen for a long time, 
loomed up yesterday. He said: 
" 'I believe that the mines are going to 


be blown up. I regret it exceedingly, be- 
cause my father and many other promi- 
nent Boers have large interests iu the 
mines.' 


"I asked him what he thought of the 


war as it stood nt present. 


"His reply was that he thought the 


game was up uml that no btand would be 
made at Pretoria, but at Lydcuburg. 


"I suggested that the English, with the 


large force at their dispo;-al, would take 
Ly den burg. ^_ 
" 'That.' he replied, 'is impossible. Ly- 


denburg is so surrounded by mountains 
that it would be impossible to take it.' 
" 'Why not starve it out''' I said. 
''To this he replied: 'Why. all the pro- 


visions from Pretoria are being taken 
there, and they are enough to hist for 
three years.' 


"So, if he is right, we may have a siege 


of Lydcuburg which will beat all siege 
records. 
" 'And President Kruger?' I asked. 
'• 'He won't go to Lydenburg.' 
'• '"What will he (To. theuV 


„ " 'Just as he did in 1SSO. lie will go up

has persisted in appearing periodically 
ever Since, thus keeping itself ever fresh 
in the minds of the people thereabout and 
necessarily perpetuating the memory of 
Jude and tho lonely grave.

"A ninn named Bunt purchased tho 


place, and I think descendants of his live 
there yet; but, at any rate, every ouo whc 
has lived on tho farm ginco Reid went 
away bos scon and wondered at Judo's 
light and its queer actions. Xutbnn Lyons, 
who lived on tho farm once, says he hfis 
soon tho light more than a hundred times. 
I havo seen it myself three times. Al- 
though it is always a weird «nd startling 
apparition, it long ago ceased to be asotrcu 
of alarm or uneasiness to tho people of the 
locality, ond oven the superstitious negroes 
manifest no terror when it appears, al- 
though they all sacredly believe that it is 
poor Judc, the slave, transformed for somo 
cause into a ball of ilro aud doomed to 
make, these eccentric journeys about tho 
place wbero sbo once toiled. 
" This strange light is sparkling, but not 


brilliant. It invariably rises from Judo's 
grave, or whoro the grave vised to bo, for 
tberu is no mound there now, and never 
disappears until it returns to that spot. 
Ono timo v>hon a man named Harttmin 
lived on tho farm u brother of his from 
Atlanta who was skeptical ubout this 
queer light came tip there to investigate 
it. It appuajwd on tho scone tbo first night 
tho investigator was there and wns par- 
ticularly bright and erratic. It came down 
tho hill, passed over tho farm and circled 
round, proceeded up tlie &wjnnp and then 
oft' into tho woods until it had gone in thjit 
direction nearly a mile, wbero it remained 
stationary. 
This, Hartman's 
brother 


thought, was his opportunity, und ho de- 
cided t» go up to Judo's grave and bo 
thoro when tho light came back and noto 
how it disappeared. Ho started rapidly up 
tho hill. Jude's light glimmered in the 
distance. Hurtman was within three or 
four rods of the grave when tho light, glid- 
ed clown through tho woods so quickly 
that it was poising over tho gra\o before 
the investigator had gonotwo paces neater 
and dropped to tho ground and disappeared 
before Hartumn could realize what hud 
occurred.
